ASIAN CUP MOVE 


Moves are being considered to involve Australia 
more in Asian and World Cup soccer. 


The Philips League, at its 
councli meeting in Sydney this 
week, wants Australia’s top 
clubs to. compete against the 
best in Asia aiong the lines of 
the European Cup, and for the 
ASF to appiy to stage the Worid 
Cup finais. 


Spain wiii host the 1982 Worid 
Cup finais and Colombia in 
1986, with the first likely date 
open for application being 1994. 
As the finai traditionally swings 
between South America and 
Europe, Austraiia, with any sup- 
port it can get from Asian na- 
tions, wouid have to fight hard to 


fave their application con- 
sidered by FIFA. 
PSL manager, John _ Frank, 


commenting on the Asian Cup 
idea, said the ciubs considered 
it was time more thought was 
given tO an annual competition 
between the champion teams in 
Asia and Oceania.
